Crisis In Empire May Affect U. S.

By The Review) 
jASHINGTON, Doc. 9. — Although it is 
naturally indelicate for anybody In gov. 
eminent*! quarters here to discuss the dil­ 
emma that faces the British government as 
a consequence of King Edward’s proposed 
marriage, there can be no doubt that offi­ 
cials are keenly alert to the possible effects 
of any change In the status of the British 
empire and especially In the relations of 
the mother country to the dominions. 
With Canada the next door neighbor of 
the United States and with Australian In­ 
terests In the Pacific an Integral factor In 
the many problems that arise between Brit­ 
ain and Japan, on the one hand, and the 
United States and Japan on the other, it 
may well be said that, our foreign policy 
as a whole may bo affected if the British 
dominions become less a part of the British 
empire than before. 
Thus, the matter of the king’s intended 
marriage bas in itself less significance than 
the flames of controversy that the episode 
has kindled. Nor la it believed here that 
even the ebdictlon of the king necessarily 
would end the matter of after-effects. The 
Impression that the king’* expressed desire 
to marry Mrs. Simpson bas given domestic 
factions In England an opportunity to em­ 
phasize their points of view In what has 
the earmarks of a class cleavage not unlike 
that which has been developing in America 
Is on every side discussed particularly as 
London reports refer constantly to the atti­ 
tude of the British public and especially 
labor groups. 
In recent years the ties between the 
British dominions and the government at 
London have been symbolized by the crown. 
It has been the single bond of unity in 
otherwise 
independent 
commonwealths. 
Should there be a pronounced change in 
the attitude of the British parliament as a 
result of popular feeling in Great Britain, 
there la always the prospect that, if oppo­ 
site opinions are beld in the dominions, 
the empire's unity will suffer. 
F 
ROM a purely selfish standpoint, if that 
term can be used in reference to tho 
•volution of the foreign policy of the United 
States in present-day diplomacy, a strong 
British empire is considered here a vital 
benefit to America. Whatever may be the 
entanglements of European or continental 
politics, and the United States is lees con­ 
cerned with those matters today than at 
any time since the war. It is nevertheless 
true that the British navy is a valuable 
force In the maintenance of world peace 
and British cooperation la an essential to 
American foreign policy in the far east 
Anything, therefore, w’Jiicb tends to break 
down the collective strength of the British 
empire becomes a matter of more than 
academic concern for the United States, 
recognizing, Indeed, 
that concretely, 
of 
course, these questions are wholly for the 
decision of the British government and 
their own commpnwealtbs. 
Broadly speaking, a crlsia In British af­ 


fairs plainly is having its repercussions 
bere. Nobody is offering the British any ad­ 
vice as to how they may settle it and there 
is no especial consideration given to the 
fact that some Britishers, for political pur- 
poses, have tried to make it appear that 
the objections in parliament are to the 
marrying of an American. The merits of the 
controversy are well understood here to be 
not In any way related to the nationality of 
the king’s bride-to-be bat to the question of 
whether the king should make his queen a 
person who has been twice married. 
Divorce has never been a matter of much 
public discussion hereabouts, though it has 
been well supposed that American ambassa­ 
dors who have wives that have been divorc­ 
ed 8 re not sent, as a rule, to tho court of 
St. James’s, more as a courtesy to the Brit­ 
ish than because the American government 
Itself takes official cognizance of the con­ 
troversy over the status of divorced persons. 
In American politics, the question 
of 
divorces is sometimes brought up as an in. 
cldent to local controversies over the per­ 
sonal side of candidates. Thus, the well­ 
known objection of the Catholic church to 
divorces la ofteu mentioned as an obstacle 
in the case of political candidacies. 
THE peculiar relationship, however, which 
exists between the church of England 
and the British government, something that 
Is not duplicated in the United States, makes 
It difficult for the average American to un- 
derstand the deep-seated nature of the Brit­ 
ish parliament’s attitude on the subject. But 
there is no difficulty in perceiving the way 
the matter can become, political through the 
appeals to the British working classes to 
sympathize with the king on the broad 
ground of his defiance of convention and 
tradition. 
In a measure, the trend against tradition 
and accustomed ways of doing things bas 
been pointed to many countries as a revolt 
of the time#!, and there are not a few here in 
America who want the king to modify the 
whole British practice, if only to upset one 
of the oldest of the conventions in the 
British empire and release the present-day 
forces that seek, on the grounds of modern, 
ization, to change the character of the Brit­ 
ish empire. 
The fact that the only way the king can 
win out is to become more of an absolute 
monarch and the British parliament less 
of a governing democracy seems not al- 
ways to bo considered In the 
emotional 
Judgments that are bein! rendered general- 
ly In America in sympathy with the king's 
position. 
The breaking out of class warfare on a 
new tack in Great Britain and the possible 
ty of a crisis in the relationship of 
the 
dominions to the British crown are, it may 
be said, far more important at the moment 
here than the question of what the king's 
own course might be in his propoeed mar­ 
riage. It is the governmental rather than 
personal aspects that are stressed in such 
discussion as is heard among our officials. 


Squeezing The States

F the Supreme Court only holds off long 
enough It perhops won't matter so 
much whether it throws out the unemploy­ 
ment insurance section of the social securi­ 
ty a c t 
Enough federal pressure is being applied 
so that within a reasonable time it might 
be expected all Mates will have unemploy, 
ment insurance acts In force of a nature 
satisfactory to the federal social security 
board. When that time comes there will be 
no real need of the federal act except 
to 
bold the states In line. 
The Supreme Court hasn't been asked yet 
to pass on the federal act, but 
that 
un- 
doubtedly will come In the course of months. 
At the outset It was announced that one 
of the major goals of the security act was 
to get states to provide unemployment In­ 
surance. The act was designed to squeeze 
them into It. 
TO date, 16 states have enacted unemploy­ 
ment insurance laws under which a 
man, thrust out of a job, can go (after 1938) 
to a state boar! and there receive half pay 
or something near it. Moreover, the board 
helps him find a job. 
Unless he gets a job meantime, the halt 
pay cornea to him for three to six months, 
under terms of most slate acts. Of course 
in that time he has to take whatever job Is 
offered except that he need not work at 
wages below normal, nor take a Job opened 
by a walkout or lockout. 
The method employed in the measure 
to squeeze the states into enacting unem­ 
ployment Insurance (awe Is this: 
A federal tax is Imposed on all employ, 
ers of eight or more, effective this past 
year. It goee into the general fund for build- 
ing roads or for any other governmental 
purpose. But it ii provided that the employ­ 
er can deduct from his federal tax whatever 
he pays to tho alate for unemployment in- 
surance, except that he may not deduct 
more than 90 percent of the federal tax. 
Thus the employer as well as the em­ 
ployee will be under pressure to have the 
state enact an unemployment law so the 
employes can get the benefits. With a state 
ac t the employes get the revenue. Without, 
they lost all. 
\ NOTHER wave of acts is expected 
to 
pour out of the state legislatures meet­ 
ing this winter and spring. The Supreme 
Court, decision uidioldlng New York's law 
might add encouragement. John G. Winant, 
federal social 
security 
board 
chairman, 
urged the states to get under the wire so 
they can share in rebates of taxes already 
collected from employers. 
It s a neat bit of pressure on the states, 
and is being applied stiffly so all states 
will provide tho employe protection before 
anything happens to tho federal act. 
Tho board is looking to public opinion 
and labor organizations 
to 
prevent 
the 
states repealing the state sets should the 
federal law be held unconstitutional.

“In God We Trust” 


From Lincoln Lor* 
THE inscription "In God We Trust" first 
appeared on our coins during the admin, 
istration of Abraham Lincoln. It seems to 
have been inspired bv the periods of thanks. 
giving/md prayer which were proclaimed at 
Intervals during the war. A few dave after 
the first observance of a national Thanks­ 
giving day, occurring on tile last Thursday 
in November. 1868, a movement was put on 
foot which found its culmination In an act 
passed April 22. 1864, providing for the 
familiar slogan on our metal money. 
Thus two significant contributions to the 
religious life of the nation were accom­ 
plished during the administration of Lincoln. 
The setting apart of one day in each year 
which has become our annual Thanksgiving 
festival and the imprinting upon our coins 
a motto, which indicates that ours is a 
nation with religious Ideals. 
A clergyman by the name of M. R. Wat- 
kinson. who lived at Riddleyville. Pennsyl- 
vania. possibly was the first one to make a 
direct appeal to the secretary of the treasury 
of the United States with respect to placing 
on its coins an appropriate religious inscrip­ 
tion. Under the date of Nov. 13. 1861, ho 
wrote observing that "One fact touching our 
currency has hitherto been seriously over- 
looked. I mean the recognition of the Al­ 
mighty God In some form on our coins " 
Watklnson's thought 
was that the words. 
"God. liberty, law" might suffice with the 
"all seeing eye" somewhere displayed on the 
coins. 
ONE week after Mr. Chase received this 
letter from the Pennsylvania clergyman, 
be addressed a note to James Pollock, direc­ 
tor of the mint, bearing the date Nov. 20. 
1861, in which ho expressed the following 
sentiment: “No nation can be strong except 
in the strengtli of God. nor safe except tn 
Ilia defense The trust of our people in God 
should be declared on our national coins. 
You will cause a device to be prepared with. 
out unnecessary delay with a motto express­ 
ing in the fewest and tersest words possible, 
this national recognition." Legal barriers, 
however, stood in the way of immediately 
carrying out the suggestion of Mr. Chase 
but he found in Mr. Pollock, one who was 
keenly interested in the project. 
The Philadelphia papers of course, because 
of the location of the mint there, were aware 
that some change was contemplated in the 
inscriptions on coins aud Mr. Forney, editor 
of “Forney’s War Press." printed this brief 
notation on Nov. 21, 1863: "When Cromwell 
first coined his money, an old cavalier, look­ 
ing upon one of the new pieces, read this 
inscription on one side “God With Us" and 
on the other, “The Commonwealth of Eng- 
land." "I see,” said he. "God and the Com­ 
monwealth are on different sides." 
LINCOLN most certainly would have bis 
attention called to this brief reference to 
the inscription on the English coin and un- 
doubtedly would get a good laugh out of it. 
Possibly it would also remind him of an 
occasion when he was visited by a clergy, 
man who told Mr. Lincoln that be hoped 
“the Lord w*6 on our side.” to which Lincoln 
replied: "I am not at all concerned about 
that, for I kuow that the Lord is always on 
the side of the right. But it is my constant 
anxiety and prayer that I and this nation 
should be on the Lord s side.” 
On April 22, 1864. an act was passed which 
authorized the coinage of a two-cent piece, 
the inscription aud size of the coin to be 
fixed by the director of the mint. Whether 
or not the size of the two-cent piece was in­ 
fluenced by the inscription which was first 
to appear on this coin is not known but this 
new obscure piece of money was the first 
coin to bear the inscription "In God We 
Trust.” 
Just about a month before the assassin­ 
ation of Lincoln, congress passed an act 
which made it lawful for the mint to place 
the motto "In God We Trust" on each coin 
which had available space where the In­ 
scription might be displayed.

Legal Atmosphere Clearing 
Although almost as much water 
bus flowed over the dam in a figur­ 
ative sense, as has sloshed over the 
half-dozen dams of the tremendous 
TVA systems, it now appears that 
an end of the litigation Is in sight.

Twice in the space of two weeks 
TVA was defeated through the me

dismissal motions. 
The 
first motion asked dismissal of tho 
suit on jurisdictional grounds. After 
considering

TVA 
contention 
that it could not be sued outside 
its legal residence in Northern Ala­ 
bama—so fixed by congress—Judge 
Gore decided he had jurisdiction to 
hear the suit in Tennessee. 
T V A Motion Overruled 
TVA then sought abandonment ot 
the suit ou grounds that it failed to 
raise a new issue; was unclear, and 
cited no specific grievances. Judge 
Gore likewise overruled 
that 
mo­ 
tion. instructing TVA counsel to file 
a motion for clarification if the suit 
appeared unclear, but not to seek 
dismissal for that reason. 
Following disposition of the in­ 
junction suit, Judge Gore is expect­ 
ed to set an early date for hearing 
of the constitutionality suit on its 
merits. 
His ultimate decision on 
TVAs constitutionality 
inevitably 
will be carried on appeal to the cir­ 
cuit court at Cincinnati, and thence 
on certiorari to the U. S. Supreme 
Court for final review — probably 
not before next fall.

The instructions issued by Mr. 
Costello require: first that table­ 
ware and glasses

that they be

rinsed 
with clean hot water and third, that 
they be sterilized. 
This sterilization may be accom­ 
plished by exposing the tableware 
or glases for five minutes to live 
steam, boiling w'ater or hot air at 
a temperature of not less than 250 
degrees or covering them for from 
three to five minutes with an anti­ 
septic solution.

Beaten raw 
migs in milk and soup greatly in­ 
crease the nu tritiv e value of the 
article. 
Progressing from the liquid diet, 
the patient is next given the “soft 
diet.” T his includes easily-digest­ 
ed foods of g reater energy value. 
Thpy m ust bo soft 
and not sea­ 
soned. 
W ell-cooked 
cereals 
and 
egg* In any form, excluding Tried 
and hard bolled, are nutrition* and 
acceptable to th e system . Milk in 
any form, soups, thoroughly cooked 
vegetables, 
fruit 
Juices, 
stew ed 
fruit* 
like apple sauce, toast, ice 
cream , Junket, custards and gela­ 
tin d esserts are excellent dishe* to 
include in the soft diet. It is wise 
to give only sm all am ount* of fat 
until the invalid la able to digest 
better. 
The “light diet" consist* of more 
solid foods, hut these m ust he well 
chosen. They should be nutritious 
and body building. 
Foods rich In 
anergy producing substances, vita­ 
mins and m inerals are Of the ut­ 
m ost im portance at this tim e. They 
should be easily digested and taste­ 
fully cooked.

or

vegetables, broiled and baked, lean 
fish, broiled and cooked chicken, 
broiled lam b chops, rots! l ect aud 
lam b are alw ays welcome dishes 
in a light diet. Eggs, cereals, po­
